Gajewski discloses a synchronous drive apparatus and a method of operating and constructing the apparatus. In Figure t there is shown a 
crankshaft sprocket with a non-circular profile having a major axis 20 and a minor axis 2 1 . The axises are in the range between 90 to 1 80 
degree. 

NOVELTY AND INVENTIVE STEP 

Claims 1 to 1 4 and 1 7 to 1 9 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33 (2, 3) because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a pulley 
system comprising a drive assembly extending from a hub and being able to change a rim configuration from circular profile to non-circular 
profile and/or from non-circular to circular profile. 

Claims 15 and 16 do not meet criteria set out in PCT Article 33 (2) because Gajewski discloses device comprising sprocket with a non- 
circular profile. In the automotive industry majority of sprockets, pulleys etc. are mountable on a driving shaft and are marked for orienting a 
hub in a predetermined position. 

INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY 

All claims meet criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) since the device and method can be made and use in the automotive industry.

NOVELTY AND INVENTIVE STEP 



Claims 1 to 14 and 1 7 to 1 9 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33 (2, 3) because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a pulley 
system comprising a drive assembly extending from a hub and being able to change a rim configuration from circular profile to non-circular 
profile and/or from non-circular to circular profile. 

Claims 15 and 16 do not meet criteria set out in PCT Article 33 (2) because Gajewski discloses device comprising sprocket with a non- 
circular profile. In the automotive industry majority of sprockets, pulleys etc. are mountable on a driving shaft and are marked for orienting a 
hub in a predetermined position. 

INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY 

All claims meet criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) since the device and method can be made and use in the automotive industry. 
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
